Deſire, have been conveyed to their reſpective Countries; ſome have been relieved till Death; 
and Employment has been found for a conſiderable Number of Perſons during the Winter Months. 
And beſides the Modes of Relief here ſtated, many have had the Aſſiſtance of Phyſical Advice; 


many Recommendations to Hoſpitals have been given; and Relief from their reipective Pariſhes 
has been obtained for ſeveral Objects entitled to it. 


As ſuch only have been admitted on the Lift of weekly Penſions as were by Age and Infir- 
mity, or Diſorders of an inveterate Kind, incapacitated from maintaining themſelves, it is hoped 
that this Mode of Relief will be deemed the moſt proper and effectual which could be applied to 


ſuch Caſes. There are now on that Liſt 67 Families, whoſe weekly Allowance amounts together 
to £.5 125. 6d. 


Any Subſcriber, by applying to Mr. Galbraith, in Great-George-Street, Weſtminſter, where 
the Books are depoſited, in which every Caſe is entered, may be informed of the particular Relief 
given to any Object, or of the Reaſons for rejecting thoſe which have been rejected. And if it 
ſhould be apprehended that any particular Caſe has not been properly attended to, the Recom- 
mender is earneſtly requeſted to make ſuch Application, rather than give Credit to the Com- 
plaints of Petitioners, who will be found to have no other Ground for them, than that their-Un- 
worthineſs has been detected. The Detection of Impoſtors is one of the Original Intentions of the 


Society, and when the Objects are found deſerving, the greateſt Care is taken to ſuit the Relief, as 
juſtly as the Fund would admit, to the Cales.

Subſcribers, and that Relief, judged ſufficient, has been given on the firſt Application, it is hoped 
that ſuch Caſes being ſet aſide as already relieved, will not be taken as a Mark of Inattention to 


the ſubſequent Recommendations. 


Upon the whole, it is not doubted, but that as Candaur is inſeparable from Benevolence, 
ſome Allowance will be made for the numberleſs Difficulties, which, in an Age of Diſſipation, 
mult ever attend an Undertaking of Charity; and it will appear Matter of Surprize rather that it 
ſhould have ſucceeded in any Degree, than that the ſanguine Wiſhes of its moſt zealous Pro- 


moters have not been fully anſwered. But it will afford a very ſincere and ſubſtantial Comfort to

ing of their Labours, are willing to contribute by every Means in their Power to its further Per- 


fection, it is hoped, that the Aſſiſtance of ſuch as approve the Deſign, will not be wanting to fo 
deſirable an End.
